The Methodist General Conference re- 
fused today by a vole of 435 to 460, to 
remove from

discipline of the 


church the clause which provides the 
penalty of expulsion for church mem- 
bers who play cards, dance and attend 
theatres.

•was unanimously adopted cutting off 
all debate, but permitting brief state- 
ments to be made by Chancellor James 
R. Day of Syracuse, who presented a 
report requesting the elimination of 
the clause, and 
by 
Frank Neff of 


Tulsa, Okla., who spoke for the ma- 
jority report, advising that no change 
be made. 


Day Urges Elimination. 


In asking removal of the clause, Mr. 
Day proposed the 
substitution of a 
warning, .which he 
characterized aa 
the 
"strongest 
pronouncement • the 
Methodist church has ever made to 
the world on this question." He asser- 
td this was sufficient to make the posi- 
tion of the church clear as opposed to 
these amusements. 


Mr. Neff insisted that the removal 


of the prohibition was equivalent to 
weakening the position of the church 
Tie said 114 petitions against removing 
the section were received by the com- 
mittee from all parts of the country. 


Marrying Divorced Persons. 


More stringent 
regulations regard- 
ing the remarriage by Methodist min- 
isters of divorced persons are provided 
in a report submitted by the commit- 
tee on state of the church. The church 
church 
has 
never 
recognized any 
cause for divorce except adultery, and 
has forbidden remarriage in any case 
where a divorced wife or husband is 
living. 


By the proposed change a minister 


who performs such a marriage is guil- 
ty of maladministration and is to be 
held answerable to his conference. The 
total abstinence by Methodist church 
members from use of tobacco is urged 
in another report. 


Condemn Solal Evil. 


Polygamy and social evil are con- 


demned by the committee on temper- 
ane and public morals. The enforce- 
ment of laws prohibiting the former 
is urged. 
Regarding the social evil, 
the committee asserts that neither seg- 
eegation noe punishment by fines is a 
remedy. 
The community should offi- 
cially expel and expose vice, it con- 
tinues, and the state should peovide 
individual settlements for the mentally 
deficient, and honest places in society 
for those mentally capable.
